Whereas it is expedient that the names of inward and outward 
bound vessels to and from the port of 
Preamble.

Whereas abuses have occurred in the overcrowding of ships 
conveying native passengers between ports

in the Red Sea or Persian Gulf; and whereas similar abuses have 
also occurred in the case of ships commanded or owned by sub¬ 
jects of Her Majesty and conveying native passengers between 
other ports and places situate east of the Cape of Good Hope, 
and ports and places in the lied Sea or Persian Gulf; and whereas 
it is expedient to prevent suoh abuses and to provide for the re¬ 
gulation of all such ships as aforesaid which shall depart from, or 
arrive at, any of the said ports or places in India, and also for the 
regulation of steam vessels intended to carry passengers on coast¬ 
ing voyages; It is hereby enacted as follows:—

ment. It shall bo lawful for the local Government, whether such 
notice he given or not, if a formal investigation appears to it to be 
requisite or expedient, to appoint two persons to make the same.

Act No. XY of 1863, 

An Act to amend Act I of 1869 (for the amendment of the law 
relating to Merchant Seamen), 


Whereas it is expedient to amend the provisions of Act I of 
. 1859 (for the amendment of the law relating to 

merchant seamen) in so far as the said Act 
relates to agreements with natives of India; to vessels trading from 
the Straits' Settlement to the Gulf of Siam, and the Eastern 
Archipelago; and to the cancelment and suspension of certificate 
of competency and service; It is enacted as follows:— 

I. Sections XVII, XXI, LXXXI, and LXXXII of the said 
Act I of 1859, and Act XXVIII of 1869 
i^'Tyvvitt ft 0 extend the provisions of Act I of 1S59 for 
of i86i, repealed. *' " the amendment of the law relating to merchant 

seamen ), are hereby repealed. 
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Socfciom IX to XVI' of 
Act I of 1859 not to apply 
to ehipa registered under 
Act X of 1811 under cer¬ 
tain circumstances. 


Agreements with seamen 
and o thers. 


Sections IX to XYI of the said Act I of 1859 shall not 
apply to ships registered under Act X. of 
184 i (for prescribing the rules to be observed , in 
order that ships or vessels belonging to ports 
within the territories tender the Government 
of the East India Compandor belonging to 
Native Princes or Slates, or their subjects , may became entitled to the 
privileges of British ships under a proclamation of the Governor - 
General of India in Council , made in pursuance of the Statute 8 and 
Victoria , Chapter 564, and trading between ports in India and the 
Coast of Arabia, when such ships are navigated and manned

(2.) The number and description of the crew, specifying how 
many are engaged as sailors. 

(3.) The time at which each seaman and each native of India 
not being a seaman is to be on board or to begin work. 

(4.) The capacity in which each seaman and each native of 
India not being a seaman is to servo. 

(5.) The amount of wages which each seaman and each native 
of India not being a seaman is to receive. 

A. scale of the provisions which are to bo furnished to each 
seaman and to each, native ot India not being a seaman. 

(7.) Any regulations as to conduct on board, as to fines, short 
allowance of provisions, or other lawful punishments for misconduct, 
which have been sanctioned by the ’Government as regulations 
proper to be adopted, and which the parties agree to adopt.

Every Court having Admiralty Jurisdiction in India, 
and the principal Court of Ordinary Crimi¬ 
nal Jurisdiction at every port in India 
where there is no Court having Admiralty 
Jurisdiction, is hereby authorized to investi¬ 
gate and try charges of incompetency or 
misconduct on the part of any Master, Mate, or Engineer of any 
ship, who shall have obtained his certificate from the Board of 
Trade, and to make inquiry as to shipwreck or other casualties 
affecting ships ; and if on such investigation it shall appear to any 
such Court as aforesaid that the loss or abandonment of, or any 
serious damage to, any ship, or loss of life, has been caused by the

No, 2987.—In exercise of the power conferred upon him by 
section 4 of the Local Publio Works Loan Act XXIV’ of 1871, 
the Governor-General in Council is pleased to make the following 
rules in respect of loans to bodies corporate, municipal commu¬ 
nities, or other persons legally entitled to the oontrol or manage¬ 
ment of any local or municipal fund, or legally entitled to im¬ 
pose any cess, rate, duty, or tax, upon any persons in any local 
'' ' limits:— 

I. Such loans shall only bo made to such body, committee, 

' or persons, on the security of the total aggregate amount of the 

proceeds of all cesses, rates, duties, or taxes received by such body, 
committee, or persons, and of all receipts from property vested in 
such body, committee, or persons, for the purposes of the local or 
municipal fund under their control. 

II. No such loan shall be-made except for the construction or 
repair of works of publio utility situated within the local limits of 
the authority of the body, committee, or persons making applica¬ 
tion for a loan, or intended for the benefit of the general com¬ 
munity dwelling within such limits. 

Loans may he made to enable such body, committee, or persons 
to discharge a debt incurred before the passing of the Act for the 
construction or repair of such works. 

III. Application for such loans shall be made to the local 
Government, and shall he signed by at least three-fourths' of the . 
members of the managing body or committee duly constituted 
and acting for the persons on behalf of whom the loan is applied 
for. Every such application shall state— 

Is/.—The work for the construction or repair of which the loan* . 
is required and an estimate of the cost thereof. 

2nd .—The amount of loan applied for. 

3 rd. — The cesses, rates, duties, or taxes, and the receipts from 
roperty on the security of which it is proposed that the loan shall 
e made. * .. 

4 th .—The law or laws under which the said cesses, rates, duties, 
taxes, or receipts from property are levied or received. 

' 5 fj L —The period for which, the loan is required, the number 
and amount of the instalments, if any, in which it is proposed that 
the loan shall be made, tbe dates proposed for recei ving such 
instalments, and the instalments in which it is proposed to repay 
the loan,. 
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Qth .—The proceeds of each of the cesses, rates, duties, or taxes, 
or of the receipts from property, and of all other income received 
by such body, committee, or persons, for the purposes of the 
local or municipal fund, and of all expenditure incurred for 
such purposes in each of the three last preceding yeat's. 

7th .—All existing prior charges upon any source of income 
received for the purposes of the local or municipal fund, or of 
any property vested in such body, committee, or persons, such 
charges being of the kind referred to in the proviso to section 5 
of the Act, 

IV. The local Government shall cause such inquiry to be 
made as may seem to it necessary into the statements contained 
in the application and into the use and value of the proposed work. 

V. If it appears to the local Government that the loan ought 
not to he granted, it shall reject the application. If it appears to 
the local Government probable that the loan ought to be made, 
it shall, cause to be published in the local ^ official Gazette, and 
otherwise, as it deems fit, within the local limits of the authority 
of the body, committee, or persons concerned,, a copy of the appli¬ 
cation and such particulars in regard to any inquiry made under 
Rule IV as it may think necessary. After the expiry of one 
month from such publication, and after calling for auy further 
information that it may require, and considering any objections 
that may be preferred,“ the local Government may either reject 
the application, or, if the Governor-General in Council does not 
otherwise direct, may authorize the loan subject to the provisions 
of the following rules. 

VI. Loans under these rules may be made to municipal 
committees, or other persons legally entitled to the control or 
management of any municipal fund, from such sums as the 
Governor-General in Council may from time to time think fit to 
allot to the local Government for the purpose. If the proposed 
loan exceeds double the amount of the gross annual income, on 
the security of which it is proposed that the loan shall, be made, 
or if such loan is for a sum of Rs. 50,000 or upwards, the previous 
sanction of the Governor-General in Council to the loan shall he 
necessary. In other cases, the local Government may, if sufficient 
funds he at its disposal, make the loan to such committee or 
persons without such sanction. In every case in which it is pro¬ 
posed to make a loan to any body or persons authorized to make 
applications under the Act, other than a munioipal committee or 
persons legally entitled to the control or management of a muni¬ 
cipal fund, the previous sanction of the Governor-General in 
Council will be necessary. 

VII. In the orders sanctioning the grant of any loan, the 
Governor-General in Council, or the local Government, as the 
case may be, shall record precisely the conditions upon whioh 
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LC loan will be made. Payments to such body, committee, 


or persons, on account of loans, or of any instalments thereof, 
shall be made on receipts signed on behalf of such body, com¬ 
mittee, or persons, in the manner in which orders for the disburse¬ 
ment of money from the local or municipal fund are required 
by the the law in force to be signed. If there be no such law, such 
receipts shall he signed by the President or Chairman, and by the 
Vice-President or Vice-Chairman, and by at least two members of 
such body or committee. When any receipt has been duly 
signed, it shall be deemed to be an acceptance by such body, com¬ 
mittee, or persons of the loan, and of all the conditions upon 
which it is granted. 

VIII. The local Government shall, in every case in which 
a loan is sanctioned under these rules, make provision for the 
proper^inspection of the works in course of construction or repair 
tor which the loan is made, and for ascertaining and securing that 
the loan is duly applied to the purposes for which it is made. 
Every such work, and the accounts connected therewith, shall also 
be open at all times to the inspection of the Superintending or 
Executive Engineer in whoso division it is situate, and of any 
person who may he authorized by the rules in force to inspect the 
accounts of the local or municipal fund, and to the inspection 
of any other person who m$y he specially authorized by the 
Governor-General in Council or by the local Government. 

IX. If the local Government is of opinion that the conditions 
on which the loan was granted have been departed from, or that 
such body, committee, or persons, have failed to comply with any 
of the requirements imposed upon them by these rules, it may at 
any time order that no further advances of money shall be made 
on account of the loan, and may proceed to recover the amount 
advanced with interest thereon in the manner prescribed by section 
5 of the Act. 

*3L The interest charged on such loans shall be 4 J pjar cent, a 
year, Interest upon the outstanding principal debt shall be payable 
half-yearly, and the principal shall be repaid in such instalments 
that not less than one-fifth of the whole shall be repaid .within 
ten years, not less than one-half within twenty years, and the 
whole within thirty years at most. Payments of interest and re¬ 
payments of principal shall be made to the treasury from which 
the loan is taken, or with the consent of the local Government 
to any other Government treasury. 

XI. The cost of any inquiry made under Rule IV of advertise¬ 
ments published under Rule V, and of inspections made under 
Rule VIII, shall be determined by the local Government and shall 
be chargeable against such body, committee, or persons, as costs 
in effecting the loan.

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XII. The accounts of the loan shall he kept by the Account¬ 
ant-General of the province in such form as the Governor-General 
in Council may from time to time direct. 

The body, committee, or persons, to whom the loan may have 
been ’granted, shall be bound to give to the A ccountant-General 
and to the local Government any information they may require 
regarding the expenditure of the loan, and regarding the cesses, 
rates, duties, taxes, and other income or property, which may 
have been made or may become liable as security for the loan. 

An annual statement of all loans and of advanees made, and 
repayments due and made during the year, and balances out¬ 
standing at the beginning and end of the year in each province, 
or under each local Government, shall be prepared by the 
Accountant-General, and submitted through the local Government 
to the Government of India. The statement shall also show 
generally how far the works for which the loan was made have 
progressed. A copy of the statement shall also be published in 
the local official Gazette. 

XIII. The attachment of any fund, rate, cess, tax, duty, or 
any property held as security for the loan, .shall be made by a 
notice addressed to the body, committee, or persons aforesaid, 
prohibiting the collection of such fund, rate, cess, tax, or duty, or 
suspending the management of such property by such body, com¬ 
mittee, or persons, and vesting the administration thereof in such 
officer as the local Government may appoint. This notice shall 
be published in the local official Gazette and otherwise, as may be 
directed by the local Government within the local limits of the 
authority of the body, committee, or persons concerned. The 
monies collected or received under such attachment shall be paid 
into the Government treasury, and the accounts of such monies 
shall be prepared in such form as the local Government may, on the 
report of the Accountant-General, from time to time direct. A. copy 
of such accounts shall be delivered to the committee or persons 
aforesaid, and a copy shall be published in the local official 
Gazette, and, if the Government of India so direct, submitted 
to it.

use of apparatus provided by the Commissioners.

“ Under the provisions of section 96 of the Act, the Commis¬ 
sioners for making Improvements in the Port of Calcutta are 
hereby authorized, instead of the Collector of Customs at Calcutta 
as heretofore, under section 45, Act XXII of 1855, to receive 
the fees payable under the rules passed in accordance with section

In the above statement the stations used officially to mark twelfths are printed in small 
capital letters, all other intermediate stations being shown in italics. As some misapprehen¬ 
sion exists as to the use of the division of the river into twelfths, it may be explained that the 
stations/riven are simply boundaries of divisions, and that pilotage is reckoned from or to 
<within the Port of Calcutta to or from the several stations indicated. The whole distance 
between the lower boundary of the Port of Calcutta and Fort Gloster therefore constitutes the 
llrst twelfth, between Fort Gloster and Hog Iliver Obslisk the second twelfth, and so on. To 
take a vessel from one boundary of a twelfth to the other boundary, entitles an officer to 
pilotage for that twelfth.

No. 15.—The following regulations for assessing the tonnage 
of foreign vessels for payment of tonnage dues, at British Indian 
ports have been sanctioned by His Excellency the Governor- 
General in Council, and are published for general information. 

1. Where fees are charged for measuring British ships, fees 
may be charged for the measurement of foreign ships. 

2 Where the difficulties of measuring are great, an estimated 
equivalent or approximate measurement for the purpose of levying 
dues at the port may be taken from the particulars shown in the 
ship’s papers or otherwise. 

If this approximation be objected to, the objector (whether ship¬ 
owner or receiver of dues) may demand measurement, but in such 
ease he must pay the fees and expenses. 

3. A measurement certificate, if issued by the authorized 
measurers in any part of Her Majesty’s dominions, United King- 

















mm 
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om, or abroad, upon actual measurement, to remain in force for 
two years from the date of its issue, and will, while it is in force, 
be valid in all parts of the British dominions; provided (1) that 
the vessel to which it relates is not altered during the period to an 
extent interfering with her original capacity; and (2) that stores, 
cargo, or passengers are not carried in any spaces which have not 
been included in, or which have been deducted from, the gross 
tonnage. A measurement certificate thus given to be renewable 
at the end of the two years without remeasurement, if the vessel 
upon survey is found to have been unaltered, and if stores, cargo, 
or passengers, have not been carried in any unmeasured or 
exempted spaces. 

4. The tonnage of ships belonging to nations who have 
adopted the rules in force in the United Kingdom to be accepted 
as on their national papers in so far as the arrangement goes. 

The only country at present t whose Government has ^ adopted 
the British rules in their entirety is Denmark, but the following 
countries ( videlicet , America and the Austro-Hungarian Empire) 
have accepted the principle of the gross tonnage.. To arrive at 
the registered tonnage in ships of these countries, it will only be 
necessary to make such deduction from the gross tonnage as is 
allowed on compliance with British law. It will of course be 
open to any local Government to decline to accept the statement 
of tonnage given on any papers, if it should appear that any part 
of the slap—notably closed in freight-earning spaces, in the up¬ 
permost decks—has been omitted from measurement in the 
national papers. 

5. The local Governments to provide and remunerate proper 
measuring surveyors, and no other surveyors to be recognized. 

6. Travelling expenses inourred by the surveyors through 
vessels lying at a distance from the head port to be borne by 
the ship.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE GUIDANCE OF MASTERS OF VESSELS. 

1. In the event of a vessel being detained at. the Sandheads 

_ , „ , , for want of a Pilot, the circumstances should 

s,mat|Sds 0 for riloT 90 1,(3 reported to the Master Attendant, when 
an inquiry into the causes of detention will 
immediately he instituted. 

2. The instructions laid down for the guidance of running 
Movement of vessels by .Pilots contain the following rules relative 

¥ilot - to the movement of vessels :— 

(1) Tessels may be piloted inward or outward without 

steam to any draught not exceeding 20 teet. 

(2) Vessels may be piloted inward or outward with steam 

at any draught not exceeding 22 feet. 

(3) "Vessels drawing more than 22 feet may be piloted 

inward as for as Saugor, hut the special permission 
ol the Master Attendant is necessary before vessels 
drawing more than 22 feet proceed beyond Saugor. 

(4) The special permission of the Master A ttendant is also 

necessary before outward bound vessels drawing 
more than 22 feet are allowed to leave town. 

(5) A Pilot must not move a ship between Calcutta and 

Saugor, either inward or outward-bound, without 
the aid of steam if she is drawing more than 20 feet, 
unless, in the absence of a steamer, it heoomes neces¬ 
sary to change her anchorage for safety. 

(6) Beyond Saugor, a Pilot is left to his own discretion

RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF MASTERS OP EMIGRANT SHIPS 
IN I-»ORT BEFORE SAILING. 

In addition to the following rules, their attention is directed 
to Sections 40, 41, 42, 43, 44, 46, 49, 50, 51, 52, 53, 54, and 55 
of the Indian Emigration Act. 

Every vessel for which a license is required shall be surveyed 
under-instructions from the Protector of Emigrants, through 
whom, written application for the license must be made by the 
Master in form* No. 3. 

On receipt of the application for lioense, the Protector 
shall, in communication with the Master 
Attendant, cause the vessel to be surveyed 
by an officer of the Master Attendant’s 
department, with a view to ascertain her 
sea-worthiness, the extent and nature of her 
accommodation,f &o. (under the terms of Section 41 of the Act), 
the state of her tackle, boats, &c., as prescribed in Schedule A, 
together with such other additional requisites as may be consi¬ 
dered necessary by the Marino Surveyor to render the vessel in 
every respect sea-worthy and lit for the conveyance of emigrants. 

The Marine'Surveyor shall report the results of his survey and • 
measurements to the Protector of Emigrants, first in form No. 4, 
and subsequently, when everything is provided to his satisfaction, 
in form No, 16. 

After the Marine Surveyor’s report in form No. 4 has been 
forwarded to the Protector’s office, the Master should arrange 
with the Protector of Emigrants for an inspection of the vessel in

Prior to taking in the stores enumerated in the list of provisions 
and miscellaneous articles (form No. 8 or J), the Master dial, 
send for the examination of the Protector samples of each ai uole 
enumerated in the dietary scales. If they are approved, the 
instructions in form No. 7 will be forwarded for the guidance 
of the Commander, who must carefully attend to them, and see 
that the officer in charge of the stores, &c., abides by them also. 

The prescribed quantity of water must be taken directly from 
the municipal hydrant (and not by means of tank boats) into 
the ship’s tanks, whioh must be thoroughly cleaned and white¬ 
washed; and if the vessel is beyond the point to which the hydrants 
extend, she must come within a convenient distance oi the nearest 
hydrant for this purpose. All the water for the emigrants must 
be stored in clean iron tanks, and not in casks. In ships carrying 
an approved distilling apparatus, a reduction, of one-third the 
prescribed quantity of water is allowed, and Masters should lose 
no time in getting the machine examined by the Government 

Surveyor of distilling machines. < ■ 

The provisions, miscellaneous articles, medicines, mstlumenIs, 
disinfectants, &c. (form No. 8 or 9 and scalo No 4 or 9), and 
tho extra clothing, blankets, &o. (scale No. 5 or 10) must boon 
board at least one day before that fixed for the final survey, m 
order that the Surgeon of the ship (with whom tbo Master must 
communicate) may have an opportunity of examining those stores 
properly on board the skip prior to the final survey, which will be 
held after the Surgeon is satisfied and certifies to their correctness 
under soale No. 4 or 9 and in form No. 13. 

The medical stores and extra clothing, &e., should then bo looked 
up safely pending their inspection by the Medical Inspector and 
Protector of Emigrants at the final survey.

When the weather is wot, or rain is expected, the tarpaulins 
for spreading tent fashion over the hatches must be put up, and 
awnings must be spread, so as to shelter the coolies as they embark, 
and keep the ’tween-decks as dry as possible. 

The scuttle butts should be filled with drinking water, and the 
wash deck-tubs, filled with water, placed near the water-closets 
for the convenience of the coolies. 

The landing stage, with ladder and hand-rails, must be securely 
and conveniently fastened. 

Alhthe creiv must be on board previous to embarkation, and should 
be mustered and examined by the Surgeon in the presence of the 
Protector of Emigrants and Emigration Agent, in order to 
ascertain their efficiency; and the Master should at the same time 
make sure that there are no stowaways on board by directing the 
chief officer (who will be assisted by the Officer of Customs) to 
search the vessel. 

The Master must be present at the embarkation to satisfy him¬ 
self, by comparing the passes with the names of the emigrants as 
they are called one by one in their numerical order in the general 
register, that all is correct; and two of the ship’s crew, one to 
count, and the other to note, shall keep a careful tally of the total 
number of souls received on board. 

No packages or traffio can be allowed on the embarkation stage 
at the time of embarkation. 

After embarkation it is often necessary to issue a supply of 
biscuits and sugar to the coolies, and milk for the children, if the 
Surgeon orders if. These articles should therefore be kept ready 
at hand. 

Immediately after embarkation, coolies are very apt to carry fire 
for smoking into the ’tween-decks if they can procure it;’ this 
should be guarded against. 

After embarkation the Master and Surgeon will receive charge 
pf the documents relating to the coolies, which will be furnished to 
them by the Emigration Agent. 

In addition to the copies of the Act and Rules, and the emi¬ 
grants’ certificates or passes, the Emigration Agent will supply 
the Master of every vessel with four Copies of the general register 
of emigrants (form No. 23), all of which the Master is required 
to sign. He shall then deliver two of them to the Agent, who 
after signing them will return one to the Master for the use of 
the emigration authorities at the port of debarkation. The Master 
will also deliver two other copies of the register to the Protector 
of Emigrants, who after signing them will return one copy to 
the Master, in order that it may be duly filled Up (as required by

Me 104) and forwarded to the Protector of Immigrants at the 
port of debarkation for ultimate transmission (with the medical 
records) to the Protector of Emigrants at Calcutta. 

The heavy baggage (if any) of the coolies should he put down 
the hold. 

The vessel must get under weigh and proceed down the river 
under steam within 24 hours from the time of embarkation. 

- ON THE VOYAGE. 

After embarkation Pilots and Preventive Officers are required 
to see that none but those entered in the list of passengers and 
crew (form No. 19) remain on board, and that no other persons 
are received on board subsequently. 

Commanders are required to afford to the Pilots and Preventive 
Officers every assistance in their power in carrying out the 
separate instructions with which they are charged. 

As the Surgeon will have the principal charge of the emigrants, 
every requisition made by him to the Commander, consistent 
with good order and discipline (without interfering with the 
routine duties of the ship, for which the Commander himself is 
always the responsible person) must be promptly complied with, 
and the officers and crew are bound to render any reasonable 
assistance in their power when it is necessary for them to do so. 

During the voyage Commanders should see that the ’tween- 
decks are cleared three times every day, disinfected and dry holy¬ 
stoned daily by the coolies, and that, weather permitting, they 
are white-washed throughout every alternate Saturday. No 
naked lights, loose hay or straw, shall he allowed between decks 
or in the hold at any time, nor on any account. At least six 
safety lanterns shall burn from dusk to daylight throughout the 
voyage for the use of the emigrants. 

Wooden ships that do not make so much water as to require 
pumping out once a week, must twice a week have a sufficient 
quantity of water poured into their hold, and pumped out again 
for the purpose of keeping the bilges sweet. 

The officers and crew of the ship must not he permitted to have 
any intercourse, or to interfere, with the emigrants; and no 
female emigrant is to be a servant to the Captain, Surgeon, cabin- 
passengers, or officers of the ship. 

The daily issue by the officer in charge of the rations and 
water for the coolies is to be carried out under instructions from 
the Surgeon before 6 a.m. every day, so that the first meal may 
be properly cooked and served out by 9 a.m., and the seoond by 
3 T.M. ; the issuing officer in charge of the stores must keep a 
correct account of the expenditure in form No. 24 or 25, and 
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Tt initialed daily, as indicated therein. Medioal stores 
comforts shall be issued on the requisition of the Surgeon. 

It must be clearly understood that the dietary scale is merely 
intended as a a guide, and not a hard ami fast rule. The provisions 
supplied according to that scale may be issued in such variety as 
to quantities and proportions as the Surgeon may consider neces¬ 
sary for the benefit of the coolies. 

Meals must be taken on deck when practicable. 

While proceeding down the river, the emigrants must be strictly 
prohibited from drinking the river water from alongside ; but 
they should not be put on the allowance till they are at sea, when 
the prescribed quantity should be issued twice daily, and must 
be pumped up through the flexible hose to the upper deck. 

The wash deck-tubs should be filled regularly, and for the last 
time at 8 p.m., for the use of the coolies during the night. The 
tubs should be securely lashed near each block of water-closets. 

Constant attention should be paid to the windsails and other 
sources of fresh air for the Tween-decks, but those which, it would 
be dangerous to leave open must be closed in bad weather, side 
scuttles for example. 

Awnings must be spread over the quarter and main decks 
when the weather permits, and coolies should be encouraged to 
keep as much in the open air as possible. 

Tarpaulins for spreading “ tent-fashion” over the hatchways 
when necessary to be kept at hand. 

The Tween-decks must be kept perfectly free, clean, and as 
dry a,s possible, by means of hot sand and stoves, if necessary ; 
and the upper deck is also to be kept clear of all unnecessary 
lumber. 

The accommodation or space of the coolies must on no account 
be encroached upon : the main, quarter, ’and poop decks must be 
given up to the coolies, at least to such extent as shall not inter¬ 
fere with the working of the ship. 

The fire-buckets and life-buoys must be kept at all times in 
readiness, the regulations of the Board of Trade respecting lights 
and fog-signals shall be strictly observed throughout the voyage, 
and the times of hoisting and hauling down the lights shall be 
noted daily in the ship’s log.. 

The Commander should retain in his possession the certificates 
and effects of those emigrants who die during the voyage, and 
should deliver them with an inventory of the articles to the Pro¬ 
tector of Immigrants, or other proper authority, at the port of 
debarkation, together with the counterpart list aud general register 
given to him by the Emigration Agent. Groat care must be taken 
not to deface the lists or certificates. (See Rules 127 and 128.) 


On arrival at • the port of debarkation, the state in which each 
emigrant ■ is landed, and the deaths, should be enteied in the 
column of remarks .of the general register (signed by the Protector 
of Emigrants at Calcutta), which should be countersigned by the 
Master and Surgeon, and then forwarded to the proper Govern¬ 
ment authority at the port' of debarkation for transmission to the 
Protector of Emigrants at Calcutta. 

In case of an epidemic, the nearest port must he made for and 
the emigrants disembarked. Unless the cause of death be a 
contagious or infectious disease, the corpse of no emigrant shall be 
thrown into the sea until six hours after death; but when a quicker 
burial is necessary under any circumstancesJt may be allowed 
after the death has been ascertained and certified to in the ship’s 
log by the medical officer, commander, and chief officer. 

Both the Surgeon and the Master must send from the first port 
touched at to the Protector of Emigrants at Calcutta a report of 
all unusual occurrences affecting the health of welfare of the emi¬ 
grants on board. The Surgeon and Master are mutually res¬ 
ponsible for the oareofthe emigrants, and all the rules for the 
voyage (conveniently separated for the guidance of each) must be 
followed by both, each co-operating with the other for the good 
and safety of the emigrants entrusted to their care. 

The Surgeon should make over the property of those emigrants 
who die on board, with a list of their effects, to the Master of the 
ship, who shall give him a receipt for them,

SPECIAL RULES FOR THE INVESTIGATION OF CRIME AND ACCIDENTS 
OCCURRING ON THE RIVER IIOOGHLY OUTSIDE THE LIMITS OF 
THE PORT OF CALCUTTA.

Previous orders modified. 


Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct as follows, in 
modification of the orders of the 28th March 
last, on the subject of the arrangements 
which should be adopted in order that crime and acoidents on 
the river, beyond the limits of the port of Calcutta, may be 
promptly brought to the notice of the magisterial authorities, 
with a view to such inquiry as the oircumstanoes may require. 

2. To remove any doubts that may exist as to the proper 

Jurisdiction defined. jurisdiction in respect of such crimes and 
accidents, a notification has been published 
in the Gazette deolaring the river below Calcutta and outside 
the limits of the port of Calcutta to he attached to the district 
of 24-Pergunnahs. The jurisdiction over this part of the river 
down to the Bydekhallee village, the most notherly point of the 
river bank of.the Diamond Habour sub-division, will remain 
with the Magistrate of the district, or the officer in charge of 
the liead-quarters sub-di vision, when suoh an arrangement exists. 
The jurisdiction in the remaining portion of the river to the sea 
will belong to the sub-divisional Magistrate at Diamond Harbour, 
at which place a European officer will always, if possible, bo 
posted. 

3. It shall be incumbent on every Pilot and Commander

The Pilot or 
licensed Commander will, after despatching his report, refuse to 
proceed in pilotage charge of the vessel until the Magistrate 
arrives on hoard or sends an order, Or until the expiry of thirty-six 
hours from the time of the despatch of the telegram, whichever 
event may first take place. In a very serious case, he will wait till 
he receives orders. The Magistrate, on reooipt of the information, 
shall at onoo proceed to hold an investigation on board the vessel 
from which the report is thus made, and he shall have power to 
take out of the vessel by his warrant such persons as may be 
required for the trial either as defendants or witnesses. On 
receipt of such a report at any police station, the officer in charge 
shall at once proceed on board and commence investigation, and 
may make arrests and take such other steps as he is empo wered 
by law to take.

PRECAUTIONS TO BE OBSERVED BY THE CAPTAINS OF FERRY STEAMERS 
WHEN CROSSING THE RIVER. 

1. Before starting the steamers from the Howrah, and Arme¬ 

nian GMts, the steam whistle must be 
sounded sufficiently long to give warning 
to any boats that may be m the way, and 
the Captain must personally satisfy himself that all is right 
before accepting the usual starting signal from the Station Master. 

2. In crossing the river, care must be taken to avoid running 

into any craft that may cross the steamer’s 
boa- aV ° id runnmg dovvn path, the alarm whistle being sounded and 
speed slackened off to two miles an hour, 
and the engines being stopped or reversed, if necessary, in ail cases 
when it is clear that such crafts are in danger. 

3. Under no circumstances must both steamers cross tho river 
at the same time in opposite directions, and 
the second one is not to leave the jetty 
until the fust has safely crossed over and 

been made fast on the other side,

Bundles are stored in pigeon-holes alphabetically marked and 
arranged, and on a letter being wanted search is made

The record-keeper must also keep a separate index of the 
bundles contained in each pigeon-hole, with, a view to 
trace a letter by its subject when the date of receipt or 
despatch cannot be ascertained. 

In using this index it should be noted that the initial letter is

SECTION 3.. 

HARBOUR MASTER’S DEPARTMENT. 

1. The Deputy Conservator and Harbour Master shall 
exercise the powers of Conservator of the 
Port under the immediate orders of the 
Commissioners; he shall advise the Com¬ 
missioners on all technical matters connected 

with the management of the port, issue orders to the Assistant 
Harbour Masters, and see that all such orders are obeyed; he 
shall have general superintendence of all moorings within the 
limits of the port, see that the port rules and regulations are 
complied with, and with the knowledge and consent of the 
Commissioners, institute proceedings against any person or persons 
who may commit a breach of the port rules. He shall reside 
in town near the river bank, and any temporary absence from 
this residence must be intimated to the Commissioners, and 
provision made for such absence. All cases of fire, groundings, 
collisions, and other accidents, shall be brought to the notice of 
the Commissioners, and the Deputy Conservator and Harbour 
Master shall attend personally all oases of fire and all accidents 
of a serious nature. The Deputy Conservator is responsible for 
the efficiency of ail moorings, boats, and other appliances con¬ 
nected with his department, and for the safe custody of all spare 
stores. He shall also submit weekly a statement in the prescribed 
form showing the number of moorings occupied. 

2. The Deputy Harbour Master is placed under the imme¬ 
diate orders of the Deputy Conservator and 
Harbour Master, to assist him in the per¬ 
formance of his duties.

1. The inland vessels’ wharves shall "be under the general con¬ 
trol of Superintendents, one first grade and 
one second grade officer being appointed to 
each wharf.

peon's tickets with goods being passed, and doing all in his power 
to facilitate work and prevent peculation or unnecessary inter¬ 
ference by the Strand Bank peons.

7. Each pass shall be divided into three compartments, the 

“ maujee’s ticket,” the “ peon’s pass,” and the 
compartment^ pa8 * mt ° counterfoil or office file. Each compartmont 
has printed on it the number of the book 
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from which the pass was issued and the number of the pass, and 
the cashier when issuing the pass will date it and enter the name of 
the owner of the goods, their weight or measurement, and the 
amount of toll levied thefeon. 

8. The “ mairjee’s ticket shall he made over to the owner of

the wharf, and shall note whether any portion of such goods were 
passed in overtime hours, and after signing the endorsement will 
return the pass to the Superintendent, to be reaffixed to the coun¬ 
terfoil from whence it was originally torn.

They shall he held responsible that the proper 
amount of tolls leviable on goods using the wharf are recovered, 
but they shall on no account have anything to do with the cash 
beyond seeing what the amount of tolls collected ought to be and 
entering the amount daily in the remittance voucher. Under no 
circumstances are Superintendents, writers, or sircars or chup- 
rassies to receive cash, all money must be paid to the cashier duly 
appointed by the Commissioners, and no other servants of the 
Commissioners are allowed under any circumstances to receive 
cash or grant receipts in the names of the Commissioners. 

15. Superintendents are distinctly to understand that it is 
Superintendent's place their duty principally to be upon the wharf, 
.to be on tho wharf, not in seeing personally that there is no obstmo- 
office - tion either by boats at the ghats or by 

goods on the hank; that the proper amount of tolls are being 
levied, and that peons, sircars, and others, are doing their duty 
in a civil and proper manner.

It is, however, to be expressly 
understood that the Commissioners do not 
guarantee the correctness of the entries, and will not be responsi¬ 
ble for any omissions or other errors of calculation. The parties 
tendering must therefore take any means they may think advisa¬ 
ble for checking the said quantities by comparison with the draw¬ 
ings and specifications, and are quite at liberty to alter the 
amounts, or to insert any new items if they think proper. 

18. Except in cases when the Commissioners may think it 
advisable to enter into any special agreement 
with a contractor, the following terms and

Steam should at first be admitted slowly

thoroughly. Having done this, the waste water cock underneath 
the bed-plate may he opened, and the condensed water allowed to 
run off from the cylinders, 'l he cock may then he closed, and the 
pistons raised a second time. It must now be ascertained whether 
on exhausting the steam from the main cylinders, the load is held by 
the hydraulic. Should it not hold the load, the cause will be one 
of two things : first an insufficient supply of water in the small 
rectangular hydraulic tank, which should be quite full when the 
pistons are down; or, second, dirt getting in underneath the lower¬ 
ing valve, the cover of which must be removed and the valve 
examined. If neither of these causes aecouuts for the defeot, it is 
most likely that the cup leathers of the hydraulic pistons are 
worn out and rouqire renewal; but this seldom happens in less 
than a year’s constant working. 

Previous to commencing work, it is necessary to examine 
the chains which swing the crane, and should they he found too 
slack and likely to get out of their grooves on the crane post, they 
must be tightened by screwing up the nuts of the swing pulley 
rods, care being taken that for each turn of the nut on the one 
rod an equivalent turn shall take place with the nut on the other 
rod, so that both are taken up together. 

The Driver may now commence to work, avoiding, on the one 
hand, striking the ball of the chain on the point of the jib, and 
on the other overswinging the crane beyond the stroke of the 
pistons. Should it be found that in lifting light loads at a high 
speed, the pistons stop at any portion of their stroke, it is an 
indication that the hydraulic safety valve (which usually closes 
on the breaking of a chain) has closed at that speed, owing to 
insufficiency of weight upon it. The boltiu the bottom of the 
round hydraulic tank may then be screwed up by a few turns, so 
as to compress the spiral spring inside the tank, and so keep the 
hydraulic valve open.

RESOLUTION. 

' Calcutta, dated 12# April 1873. 

It has been brought to the notice of the Lieutenant-Governor 
that the arrangement of storm signals which, on the recommenda¬

Rule 28A of the Rules for the Guidance of Running Pilots. 

Rule 28 A .—When the warning signal, as described in the 
Notification of the 12th April 1873, is hoisted on the Flag Staff 
at Saugor Island near the Light-house, or at Mud Point, officers 
in pilotage charge of vessels will not put to sea, unless in their 
judgment the local weather symptoms are such that this course 
is not imprudent ; and unless the Master, concurring in this 
opinion, distinctly takes upon himself the responsibility of going 
to sea, and gives the Pilot a writing to that effect. 

Rule 281?.—When the danger signal, as described in the Notifi¬ 
cation of the 12th April 1873, is hoisted oh the Flag staff at Saugor 
Island near the Light-house, or at Mud Point, officers in Pilotage 
charge of vessels shall not put to sea, but should make the vessels 
under their charge as snug and secure as possible; nor should they 
proceed below Diamond Harbour when a black drum is hoisted 
at the Flag Staff near the Custom House.
